BUS LEGISLATION 
FOR QUEBEC SEEN 


Action Expected at 
Next Legislative 
Session 


By R. CARMICHAEL 
ONTREAL, Feb. 2.—Legisla- 
tion is expected at the next 
session of the Quebec Legislature, 
based on the report made by Ad- 
rian Beaudry, K. C., chairman of 
the Public Service Commission, 
who, after studying European reg- 
ulation systems, believes that rail- 
roads in Canada should operate 
motor buses and trucks in districts 
where those vehicles may be em- 
ployed to advantage. 

For some time it has been re- 
ported that the government intends 
to widen the powers of the Public 
Service Commission, so as to give 
it control over trucks used as pub- 
lic carriers similar to the jurisdic- 
tion which the commission already 
has over bus lines in rural areas. 
How much farther the government 
will go in creating a means of regu- 
lating bus and truck operation in 
this province will be decided when 
the government, which has Mr. 
Beaudry’s report before it, has 
delved into the matters treated 
therein. 

Premier Taschereau and his min- 
isters have to consider whether the 
commission shall be given rights of 
inspection over vehicles to be used . 
in public service on rural highways,

UTOMOTIVE industrials and the general motoring 

public both are keenly interested in the fate of the 
Newton bill, which is now before Congress. This bill would 
amend the Webb-Pomerene act to permit the consolidation 
of our national buying of crude rubber and other foreign- 
controlled commodities. 

Seldom has any measure received such earnest support 
from such a distinguished array of industrial experts. Sec- 
retary of Commerce Hoover is a warm supporter of the 
Newton bill. J. J. Raskob of General Motors has presented 
a convincing argument. Edsel Ford wired the committee, 
heartily indorsing the bill. Secretary Jardine of the 
Department of Agriculture has expressed himself in favor 
of the measure. 

Secretary Hoover, in asking for passage of the bill, 
warned Congress that there was great danger of another 
panic in crude rubber buying, which would cause price 
increases affecting the pocketbooks of all American users. 
Mr. Hoover says that the mobilization of ‘all the buying 
power of the United States would help combat the effect of 
foreign domination of the rubber supply of the world. 

Exactly how important to this country it is to 
keep our supply of crude rubber safe from foreign 
manipulation may be judged from the fact that we 
consume 70 per cent. of the total output of the world. 
Just how important the situation is to every motor 
vehicle owner in the United States may be judged 
from the fact that more than 80 per cent. of the rub- 
ber brought into this country gees into tires. 

Automotive dealers, manufacturers and users 
might very profitably write their representatives in 
Congress urging enactment of the Newton bill. 


A Dangerous Decision 

B’ a recent decision of the Supreme Court of the state 

of Washington, automotive dealers are placed in an 
extremely embarrassing position as regards their deferred 
payment business. The court decision holds that the con- 
ditional sales contract in general use in Washington is in 
fact a chattel mortgage, and void as it relates to all third 
parties, 

Stripped of technicalities, this means that if an 
automobile is purchased on the time payment plan 
under the contract now in use in Washington, and this 
purchaser has outstanding debts, his creditors may 
levy on the vehicle, the title resting in the purchaser 
and not in the dealer. In other words, the dealer’s 
interest in the unpaid balance on.the car does not 
take precedence over other claims. 

If this doctrine came to be generally accepted the 
automotive industry all over the country would face a seri- 
ous situation as regards its deferred payment business. 
Some other method of handling time payments would -have 


to be evolved. 

EVELOPMENT of the method of exporting cars which 
D does away with the expensive and slow procedure of 
crating the vehicles is now under way. The National Auto- 
mobile Chamber of Commerce is now working with the 
various steamship companies to perfect arrangements which 
will enable a large part of our overseas shipments to be 
handled in this way. 

Only the export industry knows quite how important 
this matter is. The time, space and money that may be 
saved in this way will add substantially to the profits of our

HAT did the shows show, so 
far as the replacement and 
service trade is concerned? 

A number of men in these fields 
of business have commented on the 
fact that the new products dis- 
played, which are of interest to 
them, were rather few in number, 
and that the majority of recently 
announced products were shown al- 
ready at the A. E. A. and N.S. P. A. 
expositions last fall. 

Just exactly where do these lines 
come in on the national shows they 
wind up? 

Here is where they come in. In 
the matter of shop equipment it is 
worth noting that even though 
many novelties were first dis- 


played at Cleveland and Chicago | act as sales helps and put over these | 


late in 1927, many members of the 
trade who found it impossible to 
visit these exhibitions -attended 
the national automobile shows in 
January. Hence, even if they had 
heard about the news items, seen 


them described and _ illustrated, 
the January exhibits were their 
first opportunity of viewing them 
“in the flesh,” and in some cases 

to see them in operation. 

In the matter of replacement 
merchandise, the automobile shows 
prove even more serviceable. At 
these exhibitions the general public 
has a chance to learn of parts and 
car equipment, the installation of 
which on its automobiles lengthens 
the life of the cars and materially 
enhances their efficiency and op- 
erating economy.
